EVANS told Customs Agent DUNNING that after receiving 
Dr. WILLIAM W, WEISBERG's letter of 9/27/55, he had talked to 
^im by telephone on 9/30/55. The doctor had told him that the 
arms inspector for the Argentine group was out of the country 
at that time but would be back the following Sunday or Monday. 
Dr. WEISBERG also said that the group was interested in small 
arms which could be concealed but wich possessed a great deal 
of fire power such as light machine guns. EVANS stated that on 
Monday evening, 10/3/55, he again called Dr. WEISBERG and 
attempted to ascertain the source of his funds.  WEISBERG told 
Dim that he had all the money he would need at his disposal but 
refused to furnish him any details. EVANS then discontinued the 
conversation and has not heard from Dr. WEISBERG since, 


Customs Agent DUNNING stated that EVANS is an 
associate of THEODORE G. VON ZELINSKY, age 25, 1507 M Street, N.W., 
Washington, D. C., who, about November 1954, tried to sell a 
large quantity of Sten guns, Schneissers, and Thompson sub- 
machine guns which were held at the Free Trade Zone, Port of 
New York, to IRVING DAVIDSON, Wyatt Building, Washington, D. C. 
These guns were allegedly destined for the Nicaraguan government. 
However, the transaction was never completed. 


Enclosed also for the Bureau is a photostat of an 
&rticle appearing in DREW PEARSON's column in the "Washington 
Post and Times Herald" of 9/20/55, pertaining to EVANS and an 
&lleged attempt by him to sell arms to the Egyptians. 


Also enclosed is a photostat of an article allegedly 
from the Manchester, N.H. "Union Leader" of 6/4/51, and an article 
allegedly from the Pittston, Pa. "Sunday Dispatch" of 6/3/51, 
both of which allegedly were inserted in the Congressional Record.
